Roosevelt declared that while England 
had given Egypt- the best government 
it had had-in 2000 years, yet, recent 
events, following' the assassination of 
Premier Boutrdus Pasha had shown 
that in certain '.ijltal points the British 
government had erred, and that Eng- 
land must repair this error,

He called attention to the fact that

agree and show that you are ready to 
meet. In-every deed the responsibility 
which Is yours. 


"When a people treats assassination 
as the cornerstone of self-government 
It forfeits all rights to be treated as 
worthy of self-government. Some na- 
tion must govern Egypt and I hope 
and believe that the English nation 
will decide that the duty is theirs." 
• Mr. Roosevelt dwelt upon the bale- 
ful Influence of the nationalist party 
In Egypt, which had shown In connec- 
tion with the murder of the premier 
that it was neither desirable nor capa- 
ble of guaranteeing justice. 
Nor had 


England shown enough of Its strength. 


"You 
have tried to do too much," he 
said, "in the interests of the Egyptians 
themselves. 
Those who have to do 
with uncivilized peoples, 
especially 


fanatical peoples, must remember that 
In suqh a situation as that which faces 
you. in Egypt, weakness, timidity and 
sentimentality., may cause 
infinitely 


more harm than violence and.injustice. 
Sentimentality is the most broken reed 
on which righteousness can lean." 
With reference to the Soudan, Mr. 
Roosevelt said he'felt as he did about 
the Panama canal. Although it might 
not pay, it. was Britain's duty to stay 
there.

arity, but doubts whether it would be 
wise for a British ex-premier to Imi- 
tate the performance in New York or 
Washington. 


The conservative papers are inclined 


to welcome the advice. The Standard 
says: "The speech was more piquant 
than polite. It Is put crudely, but may 


o us good." . 
The Telegraph thanks the colonel 
for his "bitter medicine/'/but believes 
that the British people tire sensible 
enough to swallow the dose.

by an electi'lc car of the Boston & 
northern company, .and later died, met 
lila death as a result of an accident 
according to the report of Judg-= John 
J. rlckman, who presided at the In- 
quest which was held subsequent to 
the death of the man. 


According to the testimony 
offered 
Jurmg the course of the inquest IJano 
was a temperate man and was driving 
a produce wagon from West Andover 
to this city and while he was exercising- 
due care tho horse took a sudden start 
and turn.od directly into nn approaching 
electric car, the result being that the 
wagon was smashed, the driver 
was 


thrown to the ground and the horse 


with tho front wheels of the vehicle 
raced towards the city. 


Dane was picked up in a semi-con- 


scious condition and removed to a hos- 
pital, but 
initial 
examination 


showed that ho was fatally Injured and 
though the physicians and surgeons did 
everything- in their power to save the 
man, he died on the following day as 
a result of a. fracture at tho base, of the 
skull.

THE MARVELOUS 
FEAT 
OF CURTISS 


The marvelous feat of Glenn Curiiss in flying from Albany to New 


York, a distance of 150 miles, at the rale, of 34.22 miles a minute., has 


astounded the world. 


The flight was for a prize of $10,000 offered by the New York World 


for the first to make the distance in an aeroplane in twenty-four hours with 
but one stop. Curiiss complied with the conditions completing the entire 
distance in two hours and forty-six minutes, thus exceeding the highest 
speed ever made by any other aviator. 


In Paulhan's flight from London to Manchester with but a single stop 


the distance was 182 miles, but the flying time was twelve hours, showing 
that the rate was but 15.10 miles per hour, a slow gait compared to the 
marvelous speed developed by Curtiss. 


When this feat is considered as indicating the possibilities of the 


future, the conclusion seems entirely justified that flying machines will soon 
be used, for rapid transportation service with reasonable safety and won- 


derful speed. 


There was a time when a great many people had a dread of steam- 


boats and sailing vessels as dangerous. But a degree of perfection in 
steamers was attained that made travel by that means quite as safe as in 
the ordinary railroad train. So shall it be with the navigation of the air 
which after all is analogous to water, being merely a gas instead of -a -fluid. 
The weight of the atmosphere is estimated at fourteen pounds to the square 
inch which is a very great pressure and one which will appear the more 
striking if we attempt to produce H. vacuum. 
It is by acting upon the 


resistance and weight of the air that the aviators cnn lift a machine much 
heavier than air high above the earth and steer it safely at amazing speed.

POWER 
AND MEMORY 


In the makeup of the curriculuui of most schools, it seems that there 


is not sufficient attention paid to the training of the reasoning power and 
the memory. The greater part of the benefit resulting from school educa- 
tion consists in the development of these two important faculties. 
The 


power to reason aright, to arrive at right conclusions by a logical process 
of reasoning, is acquired by the study of mathematics and particularly 
by the study of geometry of which unfortunately the pupils of our schools 
hear but little. A course in miuuial training and drawing is perhaps a fail- 
substitute, although rather superficial in effect. 


The laws of mat hematics nre uniform, admitting of no exceptions, but 


in the general exercise of the reasoning power many misleading proposi- 
tions arc met which call for a more discriminating power of separating 
truth and falsehood. 


If the matter of developing the reasoning power be kept in mind by 


the teacher, much cnn be done without the rules of logic, and without going 
into metaphysics to develop this important faculty of the mind so as to 
follow unconsciously the principal laws of logic in arriving at. accurate 
conclusions. As to the development of the memory, it seems that there 
is no excuse for anybody having a 
poor 
memory 
who 
knows how 


susceptible this faculty is to exercise and training. No other faculty of 
mind is so easily improved by exorcise as is the memory. But to have a 
good memory it is necessary to have system and order. It is necessary to 
classify the matters we would commit to memory, connect them with the 
class to which they belong and thus link them with matters of the same 
Idud. 
In this way it will be no great tax upon the memory to recall any 


single fact by reference to its class. 
Thus a menial operation or com- 


parison and classification is required before a fncl is assigned its proper 
place in the treasure house- of mind.

Louisa L. Moulton of West AndOTOi4, 
who while driving a horso through An- 
dbver street in. this city on the morn-

Northern company, and later died, met 
his death as a result of 'an accident 
according to the report .of Judge John 
J. l fckman, who presided at the in- 
quest which was held 
the-death of the man. 
subsequent to 


According to the testimony, offered 
during the course of the inquest Dan* 
•was, a temperate man and was driving 
a produce wagon from West Andovor 
to this city and while he was exercising 
flue care the horse lock a sudden start 
and ^urnsd directly into an approaching 
electric car, tho result being that tho 
wagon was smashed, the driver 
was 


thrown to the ground and the horse 


with the front wheels of the vehicle 
raced towards the city. 


Dane was picked up in a semi-con- 


scious condition and removed to a hos- 
pital, but 
the 
Initial 
examination 


showed that ho was fatally injured and 
though the. physicians and surgeons did 
everything In their power to save the 
man, he died on the following day as 
a result of a fracture at the base of the 
skull. 


The inquest which followed resulted 


in tho hearing of a number of witness- 
es, but Judge I'ickman, 
presided 


at the inquest, gave out the following 
finding: 


"I find that the accident was due to 


the sudden and unexpected turning in

THE MARVELOUS 
FEAT 
OF CURTISS 


The marvelous feat of Glenn Cmiiss in flying from Albany to New 


York, a distance of 150 miles, at the rain of 54.22 miles a minute, has 
astounded the world. 


.The flight was for a prize of $10,000 offered by the New York World 


for the first to make the distance in an aeroplane in twenty-four hours with 
but one stop. Curtiss complied with the conditions completing the entire 
distance in two hours and forty-six minutes, thus exceeding the highest 
speed ever made by any other aviator. 


In Paulhau's flight from London to Manchester with but a single stop 


the distance was 182 miles, but the flying time was twelve hours, showing 
that the rate was but 35.16 miles per hour, a. slow gait compared to the 
marvelous speed developed by Curtiss. 
^ 


'When this feat is considered ns indicating the possibilities of the 


future, the conclusion seems entirely justified that flying machines will soon 
be.used for rapid transportation service with reasonable safety and won- 
derful speed. 


There was a time when a great, mnny people had a dread of steam- 


boats and sailing vessels as dangerous. But a degree of perfection in 
steamers was ultuiiied that made travel by that m^ans quite as safe as in 
the ordinary railroad train. So shall it be with the navigation of fhe air 
which after all is analogous to water, being merely a gas instead of>a fluid. 
The weight of the iitmosphore is estimated at fourteen pounds to the square 
inch which is a very great pressure and one which will appear the more 
striking if we attempt to produce ;i vacuum. It is by acting upon the 
resistance and weight of the air that the aviators can lift a machine much 
heavier than air high above the earth and steer it safely at amazing speed. 


It is not at nil over estimating the possibilities of the near future' to 


say that it is highly probable that we'shall soon require a code of laws 
for the navigation of the air as we havd now for use on the ocean. Then 
will men have to be consulted in regard to allowing flying machines to cross 
their property lest accidents should occur that would bring down upon 
the fanners in the field some unfortunate aviator. 


The United States 'can now 
boast 
one of 
the greatest 
feats 


accomplished by man in the achievement of Curtiss, although Bleriot was 
the first to cross the English channel, and Count Zeppelin two years ago 
astonished the world by his daring flights. There is 
no 
telling what 


marvelous things the aviators will do within the next five years, and if 
within that time what shall be said of the next ten or twenty years not to 
say the" next hundred years? 


The age in which we live is certainly one of wondrous inventions and 


marvelous strides in advance of what was known or attempted in the past. 
Yet there is no reason to assume that there will be any suspension of this 
activity of inventive genius, so that we are justified in believing that the 
future will bring inventions not yet thought of but fully as wonderful as the 
flying machine, the wireless telegraph, the telephone, telepost and others 
equally ingenious.

REASONING 
POWER 
AND 
MEMORY 


is not sufficient attention paid to the training of the reasoning power and 
the memory. The greater part of the benefit resulting from school educa- 
tion consists in the development of these two important faculties. 
The 


power to reason aright, to arrive at right conclusions by a logical process 
of reasoning, is acquired by the study of mathematics nnd particularly 
by the study of geometry of which unfortunately the pupils of our schools 
hear but, little. A course in manual training and drawing is perhaps a fail- 
substitute, although rnther superficial in effect. 


The laws of mathematics nrc uniform, admitting of no exceptions, but 


in the general exercise of the reasoning power many misleading proposi- 
tions are met which call for a more discriminating power of separating 
truth and falsehood. 


If the matter of developing the reasoning power be kept in mind by 


the teacher, much can be done without the rules of logic and without going 
into metaphysics to develop this important faculty of the mind so as to 
follow unconsciously the principal laws of logic in arriving at accurate 
conclusions. As to the development of the memory, it seems that there 
is no excuse for anybody hjtving 
a 
poor 
memory 
AV!IO 
knows how 


susceptible this faculty is to exercise and training. No other faculty of 
mind is so easily improved by exercise as is the memory. But to have a 
good memory it is necessary to have system and order. It is necessary to 
classify the matters we would commit to memory, connect them with the 
class to which they belong mid thus link them with matters uf the ^iine 
land. In this way it will be no great tax upon I lie memory to recall any 
single fact by reference to its class. Thus a mental operation or com- 
parison and classification is required before a fact is assigned its proper 
place in the treasure house of mind. The memory is unable to grasp facts 
in the mass just, as it is impossible for a man to find readily what he wnnts 
from a pile of papers heaped indiscriminately on the floor. Something of 
the order and arrangement seen in the big department store 
should 
be 


preserved in the storehouse of the mind or else it will be difficult to recall 
instantly anything except what is quite 
familiar. 
The 
helps 
usually 


obtained from mm'inonics nrc arbitrary and are themselves as difficult to 
remember as the matters they nrc supposed to help the memory in retain- 
ing. 
A'ivid scenes nnd deep impressions are easily retained, but confused 


ideas, isolated facts and uneonnotated knowledge in general will slip from 
the memory like water from n sieve. Tims the reasoning power by operating 
upon the facts under consideration, noting the analogies and contrasts will 
assist the memory in the work of classification so essential to the cnay 
recollection of nny furl, committed to thn memory. 


If Icnchors keep these things in mind they omi assist their pupils in 


'.ruining the memory and to thinking and reasoning in such n way tlml llu- 
n'ork of storing the treasury of the mind will bo grcntly facilitated.

Roosevelt declared that while England 
had given Egypt the 'best government 
it had had in 2000 years, yet, recent 
events, following the assassination of 
Premier Boutrous Paslia had

wished to do her full duty. 


He called attention to the fact that 
England's primary object in taking 
hold in Egypt was tho establishment 


of order. "Either you have or you

Egypt and-establish.and-, keep 'order.-' 
It you have not the right and have not 
the desire to keep' order, then, by all 
means, get out. 
But, if, as I hope, 


you feel that your duty to civilized 
mankind and your fealty to your own 
great traditions alike bid you to stay, 
then make the fact and the name 
agree, and show that you are ready to 
meet'Tn every deed the responsibility 
which is yours. 


"When a people treats assassination 
as the cornerstone of self-government 
it forfeits all rights to be treated as 
worthy of self-government. Soine na- 
tion must govern Egypt and I hopo 
and'believe that the English nation 
will decide that the duty is theirs." 
Mr. Roosevelt dwelt upon the bale- 


ful-influence of the nationalist party 
in Egypt, which had shown in. connec- 
tion with the murder of the premier 
that it was neither desirable .nor capa- 
ble of - guaranteeing justice. Nor had 
England shown enough of its strength. 


"You 
have tried to do too much," he 


said, "in the interests of the Egyptians 
themselves. - Those who . have 
to 
do 
with uncivilized . peoples, 
. especially 


fanatical peoples, must remember' that 
in such a situation as that which faces 
you in Egypt, weakness, timidity and 
sentimentality may cause 
Infinitely 
more harm than violence and injustice. 
Sentimentality is the most broken reed 
on which righteousness can lean." 


With reference to the Soudan, Mr. 


Roosevelt said he felt as he did about 
the Panama canal. Although it might 
not pay, It was Britain's duty to stay 
there. 
In his opinion that Soudan 
would pay anyway. It was not worth

THE MARVELOUS 
FEAT OF 
CURTISS 


The-marvelous feat of Glenn Curtiss in flying from Albany to New 


' York, a distance of 150 miles, at the rate of 54.22 miles a minute, has 


astounded tho world. 


The flight was for a prize of $10,000 offered by the New York World 


for the first to make the distance in an aeroplane in twenty-four hours with 
but one stop. Curtiss complied with the conditions completing the entire 
distance in two hours'^ and forty-six minutes, thus exceeding ihe highest 
speed ever made by any other aviator. 


In Paulhan's flight from London to Manchester with but a single stop 


the distance was 1S2 miles, but the flying time was twelve hours, showing 
that the rate was but 15.16 miles per hour; a slow gait compared to the 
marvelous speed developed by Curtiss. 


When this feat is considered as indicating the possibilities of the 


future, the conclusion seems entirely justified that flying machines will soon 
bo used for rapid transportation service with reasonable, safety and won- 
derful speed. 


There was a time when a great many people had a dread of steam- 


boats and. sailing vessels us dangerous. 
But a degree of perfection in 


steamers was attained that made travel by that mJans quite as safe as in 
the ordinary railroad train. So shall it be with the navigation of the air 
which after all is analogous to water, being merely a gas-instead of a fluid. 
The weight of the atmosphere is estimated at fourteen pounds to the square 
inch which is a very groat pressure and one which will appear the more 
striking if we attempt to produce a vacuum. 
It is by acting upon the 


resistance and weight of the air that the aviators can lift a machine much 
heavier than air high above the earth and steer it safely at amazing speed. 


It is not at all over estimating the possibilities of the near future to- 


iay that it is highly probable that wo shall soon require a code of laws 
for the navigation of the air as we have now for use on the ocean. 
Then 


will men have to he. consulted in regard to allowing flying machines to cross 
their property lest accidents should occur that would bring down upon 
the farmers in the field some unfortunate aviator.

The iige in which we live is certainly one of wondrous inventions and 


marvelous strides in advance of what was known or attempted in the past. 
Yet there is no reason to assume that there will be any suspension of this 
activity of inventive genius, so that we are justified in believing that the 
future will bring inventions not yet thought of but fully ns wonderful as the 
flying machine, the wireless telegraph, the telephone, telepost and others 
equally ingenious. 


REASONING 
POWER AND 
MEMORY 


In the makeup of {ho curriculum of most schools it seems that there 


.is not sufficient attention paid to the training of the reasoning power and 
the memory. 
The greater part of the benefit resulting from school educa- 


tion consists in the development of these two important faculties. 
The 


power to reason aright, to arrive at right conclusions by a logical process 
of reasoning, is acquired by the study of mathematics and particularly 
by the study of geometry of which unfortunately the pupils of our schools 
hear hut little. A course in manual training and drawing is perhaps a fail- 
substitute, although rather superficial in effect. 


The laws of imilliemntics are uniform, admitting of no exceptions, but 


in the general exercise of the reasoning power many misleading proposi- 
tions are met which call for a more discriminating power of separating 
truth and falsehood. 


If the matter of developing the reasoning power be kept in mind by 


the teacher, much cnn bn done without the rules of logic and without going 
into metaphysics to develop this important faculty of the mind so ns to 
follow unconsciously iho. principal laws of logic in arriving at accurate 
conclusions.

Lodtmann 


professed to be a Ph. D., and was 
looking up1 information, so he said, on 
matters pertaining to sociology 
and 


other important branches, for various 
magazines and newspapers. He was a 
German, and took some pride in flour- 
ishing, at his boarding place, a pass- 


port purporting to be signed by John 
Hay, secretary of state. 


The man and woman made a pretty 


good impression at the house 
whore 


they boarded, which Is one of the beet 
In the city. Finally, Lodtmann 
an- 


nounced that he was going to New 
York, but that he would be in Lowell 
three weeks longer. He wanted.to gat 
some drafts cashed, and he asked that 
some one go to the Traders bank with 
him, to Identify him. One of the gen- 
tlemen in the house, being anxious to 
oblige a very 
respectable stranger, 


cordially assented to the proposition, 
and oh arriving at the bank and-Iden- 
tifying Mr. Lodtjmann, was requested 
by the cashier to endorse the drafts, 
which ho did.

Ho has been working for them for a 
period of four weeks, arid during that 
time it Is alleged that he turned In 
bogus subscriptions to the firm to 
which names had been forged. In this 
manner he secured $16. .The atten- 
tion of the police was called to the 
matter on Saturday. When questioned 
by the officers Lodtmann denied 
his 


guilt but It Is sal a that he later ad- 
mitted the forgeries and claimed that 
ho was In hard luck. 
At the Lagrange street station he 
was booked on 'three counts and was 
then brought to headquarters. 
The 


name Lodtmann was familiar to Dep- 
uty Supt. Watte and he investigated 
and found that the "rogue's gallery" 
contained pictures of Lodtmann that 
had.been sent here from other cities. 
Numerous letters were also unearthed 
from the hands of the police depart-, 
ments In different cities In this coun- 
try and in Canada asking the Boston 
police to be on the lookout for a man 
who traveled under the name of Lodt-

schemes to obtain money He was in 
the habit of appearing at a bank and 
presenting a dfaft, supposed to have 
been issued by the managing editor 
of a newspaper calling for the pay- 
ment of different auras of money.

In May, 1905. a complaint was received 
from the Bay State Trust Co. of Bos- 
ton, to the effect that Lodtmann had 
cashed a draft on them for J31.25 and 
had represented himself ns a corre-

St. Louis 
Globe- 


Democrat.

Lodtmann 


claimed that he had never been ar- 
rested before. He said he lived 
at 


Columbus avenue with his wife. 
It la claimed he served a term of 


three years in prison in 1902 in Mich-
